His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the Assembly, 
and having taken his seat on the Throne, was pleased to open the 
Session by the following gracious speech: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


It is my privilege and pleasure to welcome you to the Fourth 
Session of the Sixth Legislative Assembly of the Province of 
Alberta. 


Since you were last assembled the Province has suffered the 
loss of a pioneer and distinguished public servant by the death 
of the Honourable Robert George Brett. He served as a Mem- 
ber of the Legislative Assembly, as President of the Executive 
Council of the North-West Territories, and for many years as 
the Lieutenant Governor of the Province. In these as well as in 
other capacities, he made notable contributions to the public and 
general weal. His kindly personality and charm of manner won 
for him general esteem and endeared him to all our people. 


During the past year it has again been the privilege of the 
Province to entertain distinguished visitors from other parts of 
the Empire, notably the Right Honourable Winston Spencer 
Churchill and the Right Honourable L. C. M.S. Amery. The con- 
vention of the Canadian Chamber of Commerce was an event of 
unusual importance, on account of the interest shown by the del- 
egates in the undeveloped resources of our Province, and the en- 
couragement given to the development of industry by such a 
el ebrasete PS assembly of business men from all parts of the 

mpire. 


While the crops in a substantial part of the Province were 
below normal, and in some parts bad, it is fitting to recall that 
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these adverse conditions were not general and the average qual- 
ity of the grain produced was high. It is indeed a source of grat- 
ification that Southern Alberta has practically recovered from the 
adverse conditions of a few years ago, while good crop yields were 
obtained in the northern and newer districts. 


The temporary recession in business and industry throughout 
the Dominion has resulted in a greater degree of unemployment 
this winter than has been experienced for some years. My Gov- 
ernment has taken measures to meet the necessities of the unem- 
ployment situation and has entered into arrangements with vari- 
ous municipalities to assist in meeting the problem. Particulars 
of these arrangements will be submitted to you. My Government 
has represented to the Government of Canada that this problem 
has arisen from causes which are national and not merely Pro- 
vincial, and has urged upon that Government the obligation to 
contribute to the cost of unemployment relief. 


It is gratifying to note that the past year has witnessed a 
renewed interest in the dairy and livestock branches of our agri- 
cultural industry. The high awards won by Alberta exhibitors 
at the Toronto Royal Show and the Chicago International Show 
has again enhanced the reputation of this Province for produc- 
ing grain and livestock of the highest standards and quality. My 
Ministers have, during the past year, given much thought to 
methods of encouraging agriculture in its various branches and 
you will be asked to consider legislation designed to promote and 
encourage a higher standardization of livestock and livestock 
products. The encouragement of the use of good and clean seed 
continues to receive the attention of my Government, and you 
will be asked to make provision leading to the adoption of better 
facilities for cleaning seed and grain. Continued encouragement 
is also being given to the efforts throughout the Province to meet 
the weed menace. 


As in other parts of Canada, the past year has witnessed 
great activity in the development of our mineral resources. The 
production of oil has shown a steady increase. As a result of the 
experimental efforts of the Research Council of the University 
of Alberta renewed interest has been aroused in the possibilities 
of our tar sands, and as a result of conferences held during the 
past year my Government is very hopeful of increased activity 
in developing our salt deposits. The output of coal, while not 
reaching the record volume of the preceding year has, neverthe- 
less, been well maintained. A revision of The Coal Mines Act 
will be submitted to you for consideration. 


The agreement submitted to and ratified by the Legislature 
during its last Session for the sale of the Provincial Railways 
was duly completed. The first instalment of the purchase price 
was paid on the second day of July. Since that date these rail- 
ways have been operated by the new company promoted by the 
Canadian Pacific and Canadian National Railways for that pur- 
pose. These companies have since announced their intention to 
proceed with certain extensions and my Government is confi- 
dent that these extensions will be duly completed so as to more 
adequately take care of the transportation requirements of the 
districts to he served by them. 
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The negotiations that have been conducted for so many years 
with the Government of Canada for the return to this Province 
of its natural resources have finally resulted in the completion 
of an agreement between the Governments of Canada and the 
Province. This agreement will be submitted to you for approval 
and ratification, and after ratification by the Parliament of Can- 
ada will become effective on the first day of the month following 
its ratification by the Parliament of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 


There will also be placed before you for your consideration, 
legislation to provide such departmental and administration 
facilities as may be necessary to enable the Province to take over 
from the Dominion the administration of those resources. 


My Government has continued to give close attention to the 
development of a Provincial highway programme. Excellent 
progress has been made both in construction and in the place- 
ment of gravel surfacing on the more heavily travelled sections 
of the main highway system. The policy of increased grants to 
municipalities for secondary and district highway purposes has 
met with favourable response from the municipalities and has 
served to accelerate the construction of such types of highway. 
In order to meet the rapid increase of traffic along our main high- 
ways, you will be asked to make provision for larger expenditure 
both for maintenance and construction purposes. 


During the past year a notable addition to the educational 
institutions of the Province has been made, by the opening of the 
new Normal School at Edmonton, which not only provides for 
the increasing number of Normal students, but, by relieving the 
overburdened older schools, makes it possible to give a more 
thorough training to all our future teachers. 


Further consideration has been given to the consolidation and 
revision of the school law of the Province, and the reeommenda- 
tions of my Government in this regard will be placed before you. 


In the exercise of the powers created by The Old Age Pen- 
sions Act, Alberta, of last Session an agreement was entered into 
between my Government and the Government of Canada, where- 
by the Old Age Pensions scheme provided by the Parliament of 
Canada came into force in Alberta as and from the first day of 
August last, and is administered by the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Board. 


Marked advance has been made during the past year in meas- 
ures for the betterment of the health of our people. The facilities 
in our public institutions have been increased and improved and 
an extension has been made of health services provided other- 
wise than by institutional means, notably in the work of the trav- 
elling clinics, while increasing attention is being given to methods 
of preventing the spread of infectious and contagious disease. 
The success already achieved has resulted in a demand for still 
further extensions of such facilities, and it will be the policy of 
my Ministers to meet that demand as far as is reasonably pos- 
sible, having due regard to the already heavy demands upon the 
treasury.

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My Government has continued to develop its policy of provid- 
ing facilities for public recreation and resort throughout the Prov- 
ince. You will be informed of the improvements already under- 
taken, and of the tentative schemes of development under con- 
sideration. A bill making provision for the administration of 
the various undertakings will be placed before you. Good progress 
~has been made during the year in furthering the interest of the 
people in Town Planning and in the preservation of natural 
beauty. 


The administration of the Alberta Government Telephones 
continues to make satisfactory progress. Adverse crop conditions 
in some parts of the Province were followed by a slight falling 
off in revenue, but the report of the operation of this utility 
which will be placed before you will indicate a surplus for the 
fiscal year, after making full provision for depreciation and main- 
tenance reserve. 


Having in mind the steadily increasing demand for Power 
throughout the Province my Government has continued the in- 
vestigation reported to this Assembly at its last Session. Out- 
standing technical advisers on both Hydro and Steam develop- 
ment were consulted during the year and a prominent firm of 
consulting engineers has been retained to complete the survey 
and assemble all information with respect to our Power Re- 
sources and problems in order that with the greater jurisdiction 
that will result from the transfer to the Province of its natural 
resources the Government may determine policies of administra- 
tion and development calculated to best serve the interests of 
our people. 


A number of measures will be brought before you dealing 
with matters of general importance and also for the purpose of 
amending existing statutes. 


The Annual Reports of the various Departments of the Gov- 
ernment will be presented to the House in due course. 


The Public Accounts of the last fiscal year, and the Estimates 
for Expenditure for the current fiscal year will be submitted to 
you for your consideration. In the preparation of the Estimates 
due regard has been had to the need for continued economy with 
respect to the public service and public works. The sharp fluc- 
tuations in economic conditions which have prevailed in Alberta 
and elsewhere during the past decade indicate that it is essential 
for sound financing that in formulating fiscal proposals regard 
should be had to the average economic levels prevailing over a 
period of several years as well as the immediate apparent in- 
come and expenditure of the year for which estimates are made. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session, with full con- 
fidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and respon- 
sibilities in the best interests of the general welfare and progress 
of the Province. 


And I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless your 
work.

The subject of superannuation has been discussed from 
time to time with a committee of the Teachers’ Alliance 
and a recent conference was held between representa- 
tives of the Governments of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, and the whole question is now under considera- 
tion by the Government. 


Q.(a) Has the Government solicited actuarial advice in this 
matter? 

A.(a) No. But the Provincial Auditor has been asked to advise 
with respect to the actuarial soundness of the various 
schemes presented. 

Q.(b) Has the Government conferred with the responsible 
authorities of other provinces where superannuation for 
teachers is in effect or in prospect of being put into 
effect? 

A.(b) Yes. 

Q. 2. How many teachers have received assistance from the 
Government pursuant to the resolution passed during 
the last session; what amounts if any have been paid? 

A. 2. One. The amount paid is $30.00 a month, beginning with 
November last. 

Q. 3. How many teachers have applied for reinstatement un- 
der Section 196 of The School Act since September Ist, 
1929, and what action has been taken by the Department 
of Education in each case? 

A. 3. Five teachers applied for reinstatement under Section 
196 since September 1, 1929. Case number one was in- 
vestigated and the action of the Board sustained. Case 
number two was investigated and the board withdrew its 
dismissal. Case number three was one of termination 
of contract rather than summary dismissal, and so did 
not come within the scope of Section 196. In case num- 
ber four, after an investigation by the Inspector, the 
Board withdrew its notice of dismissal and the teacher 
resigned. Case number five on investigation was found 
to be a case of termination of agreement, rather than of 
dismissal. 

Q. 4. How many times has the Board of Reference (School Act, 
Seah 197) been called into action during the year 
1929?

A.(a) The Departmental files do not furnish sufficient informa- 
tion to give a satisfactory answer.

A.(b) Six of these cases were appeals for a Board of Reference 
to judge whether the action of the School Board in ter- 
minating the teacher’s agreement was warranted. In 
five cases the school board failed to satisfy the Board of 
Reference that it had sufficient reason for terminating 


the agreement. In one the action of the School Board 
was sustained. 
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In one case, in which the dispute was over the amount 
of salary due the teacher, the Board could not agree. Two 
of the members supported the teacher in part of her 
claim, while the chairman submitted a minority report 
to the effect that the teacher was not entitled to her 
claim, or any part of it. In a case of appeal over the sus- 
pension of a teacher’s certificate, the action of the De- 
partment was sustained.

Q.(a) How many students trained last year have entered upon 
the work of teaching in Alberta? 

A.(a) Of the 766 who received certificates, 704 are known to 
be teaching at the present time; 3 have had their stand- 
ing transferred to Saskatchewan; 1 is attending uni- 
versity; 1 is known to be unable to teach on account of 
illness. Of the other 57 it is probable that a number 
have received teaching positions, but the Department has 
not received an agreement or other notification of the 
appointment.

A.(b) At the present time the Teachers’ Bureau has on file ap- 
plications from 75 teachers. These have been received 
within the last two months.

Q.3. To what Province or State is such exportation, if any, 
licensed or premitted ? 


A. 3. State of Montana. 


Q.4. Has the Provincial Government approved or consented 
to such exportation? 

A. 4. The Provincial Government neither approved nor dis- 
approved of the first license as the question then at issue 
was whether the structure was an international one 
which could be drained from across the line. The Pro- 
vincial Government believe this to be a question for the 
Federal Technical Experts. 


In accordance with the report of said Committee the 
Provincial Government has approved the present applica- 
tion subject to proper safeguards being arranged. A 
conference is now being held in this City between the 
Provincial Government and representatives of the City 
of Calgary, the Calgary Gas Company and the Range Oil 
and Gas Company to consider the terms and conditions 
under which such license might be granted.

Mr. Proudfoot for Mr. Stringam, from the Standing Com- 
mittee on Public Accounts, presented the following report: 

The Standing Committee on Public Accounts begs to report 
as follows: 

Your Committee has had under consideration the affairs of 
the Donatville Credit Society. This society, organized about a 
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year ago, has secured advances for its members from banks upon 
Government guarantees in the total sum of $45,027.49. Of the 
monies thus secured, $11,000 was paid. From the evidence ad- 
duced before the Committee, we find the following facts appear 
in connection with the organization of this society: 


1. That the society was incorporated under the personal di- 
rection of the Northern Supervisor of the Co-operative Credit 
Societies, engaged in this capacity since about 1921, who per- 
sonally attended the organization meeting and approved of the 
plan of organization and the loans. 

2. That this method of organization of the various societies 
under the Act is the usual one followed by both the Northern 
and Southern supervisors. 


3. The Act states the purposes for which loans may be made 
and in all other instances in the original formation of the society 
the terms of the Act were observed by the supervisors. 


4. In this society the terms of the Act were not followed and 
the loans were approved by the supervisor largely for the pur- 
chase of land and contrary to the previously existing practice. 


5. That the usual report of the organization of the society 
and of the loans made did not disclose that the loans were for 
purposes other than contemplated by the Act. 


6. That the circumstances of the organization of this society 
were subsequently brought to the attention of the Minister who 
thereupon caused enquiry to be made. 

7. Following the enquiry steps were taken by the recently 
appointed Supervisor, Mr. Percival, with the assistance of the 
Attorney General’s Department, to effect a readjustment of the 
terms upon which the land in question was sold to the society. 


8. Valuations of the land by responsible parties vary in 
amount from $25,000 to $40,000. 


9. The evidence further disclosed that an offer for a sub- 
stantial reduction in the sale price of the land has already been 
made by the Vendors, through the intervention of Mr. Percival, 
but until the negotiations have been finally closed, or the action 
in Court contemplated by the Attorney General’s Department 
finally decided, it cannot be stated what, if any, loss may be oc- 
casioned to the Government by the incorporation of this society, 
especially having regard to the reserve fund constituted for the 
purpose of meeting losses in societies. 


10. The evidence further discloses that with the appointment 
of Mr. Percival as Supervisor the necessary changes in adminis- 
tration have already been instituted to prevent, as far as pos- 
sible, a recurrence of such circumstances as were incidental to 
the formation of this society. 


I also beg to lay on the table the evidence and other records 
taken at the meetings of the Committee.

The Hon. Mr. Reid, as Chairman of the Special Committee 
appointed February 25th, 1930, to enquire into the need for 
provision for educational assistance for dependents of returned 
soldiers, presented the following report: 

Your Committee have held five meetings and have heard 
ae eae from various organizations interested in this 
wor 


Your Committee finds that legislation has been passed in the 
Provinces of Saskatchewan and British Columbia dealing with 
this problem. In the Province of Saskatchewan the Act has been 
in force a number of years, but the relief afforded under the Act 
has been confined to the children of pensioners. All the repre- 
sentations made before the Committee stressed the particular 
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need that existed in connection with the children of non-pension- 
ers. In the Province of British Columbia the Act, which was 
passed at the last session of the Legislature, is wide in its scope, 
in that it included both the children of pensioners and those of 
non-pensions; but the comparatively small provision made for 
the first year’s operation of the Act in the sum of $12,000.00 does 
not indicate an intention to put the Act into extensive operation. 

Your Committee finds that in the Province of Ontario they 
have no legislation similar to that which has been passed in 
Saskatchewan and British Columbia, but that for several years 
they have been meeting the needs that do exist for assistance to 
permit soldiers’ children to continue their higher education, 
through the Canteen Fund Board and the funds that are avail- 
able to them from the Canteen Funds. In the last year for which 
records are available there was expended $6,760.00. 


While it is the case that under the administration of The Pen- 
sions Act certain provision is made for the continuance of higher 
education by way of the extension of the allowances to children 
beyond the ages of seventeen for girls and sixteen for boys, and 
in addition to this that the Act which is before the Dominion 
House at this time does relieve the necessities of the situation 
to the extent that allowances are made available to ex-soldiers 
who have not previously been pensionable, legislation of the 
Provinces tends to show that the exigencies of the situation are 
not fully met by the provisions last mentioned. 


Your Committee is of the opinion that any obligation that ex- 
ists in this connection is the obligation of the Dominion Govern- 
ment and they are hopeful that at some time in the near future 
that that Government will recognize this responsibility and make 
suitable provisions to meet the situation. In the meantime, to 
afford some measure of relief, your Committee is of the opinion 
that a sum not in excess of $10,000 for that portion of the first 
year which still remains, should be made available and that it 
should be administered in conformity with the provisions of the 
draft bill which is attached.
